In answer to direct questions at 


his news conference yesterday, the 
secretary of state declined to say: 


Whether the spy ring in Canada 


is directed by the Russian govern- 
ment. 


Whether any scientific secrets 


leading up to the development of 
the atomic bomb had leaked out 
of this country—only God and God 
alone would know, he said. 


What his position is on the 


opinion expressed by Joseph E. 
Davies, former U. S. ambassador 
to Russia, that the Soviet Union 
has "every moral right" to seek 
atomic secrets through military 
espionage so long as she is bar- 
red from such information by her 
former fighting allies. 


For most of these answers, 


Byrnes referred his questioners to 
the FBL which had nothing to 
say. 


Franco to Get Slap 


Byrnes served advance notice 


that Franco Spain is due for an- 
other American diplomatic slap 
because of her wartime dealings 
with Hitler. 


At his news conference he dis- 


closed that the American govern- 
ment intended to make public 
evidence on the subject culled from 
nazi documents.

Sheriff Louis E. Gendron said 


a pistol duel between Irenee La- 
prise, about 30, of Brunswick, and 
Dr. Charles Reeder, 
39-year-old 


Durham osteopath, ended yester- 
day with both men dead and Carl 
Webster, 32, a»d Mrs. Kneeland 
Godfrey, 71, slightly wounded. 


Laprise, 
a shipyard 
employe, 


was discharged from the Army 
five months ago after three years 
overseas as a second lieutenant 
with an artillery outfit. He mar- 
ried a Lisbon Falls girl last No- 
vember. 


State Police Sergt. John P. 


Crosby said the shooting occurred 
more than two hours after La- 
prise visited the religious com- 
munity as a would-be purchaser 
of the property and then presented 
the caretaker with a letter de- 
manding "a sum of money." 


Investigators were making a de- 


tailed probe of the shooting, he 
added, "because undoubtedly oth- 
ers are involved in this attempt 
to get money." 


Doctor Was Warned 


For two hours after he present- 


ed the letter, the investigators re- 
lated, Laprisj held Webster, Mrs. 
Godfrey and two other sect mem- 
bers at gunpoint in a room of the 
temple until Dr. Reeder, warned 
of "trouble" at Shiloh, came to 
their aid. 


Reeder ordered Laprise to get 


out. Then the men started shoot- 
ing with automatic pistols, Glen- 
dron said. Laprise fell with two 
slugs in the abdomen; Reeder's 
heart was pierced. 


Two shots gave Webster and 


Mrs. Godfrey minor leg wounds. 
Caretaker Philip Holland and sect 
member Bernard Anderson escap- 
ed injury. 


Holland is a son-in-law of Frank 


W. Sandford, who built Shiloh— 
on orders of a "divine voice," he 
said—at the turn of the century 
ag a communal dwelling for mem- 
bers of &iS*"Hdry* Ghost and Us 
Society" which later became "The 
Kingdom, Inc." 


At one time nearly 1,000 lived 


in the huge wooden structure built 
in the form of a hollow square 
and surmounted by a once-gilded 
"prayer tower," and ''in various 
outbuildings.

Labor Front Fairly

After weeks of turbulence, all 


appeared fairly quiet on the na- 
tion's labor front today. 


In the background, the number 


of workers made idle because of 
continuing labor disputes dropped 
to around 970,000, the lowest total 
in a month. 
The back-to-work 


movement by the country's steel 
workers, after a month-long strike 
was responsible for the reduction 
in the ranks of the idle. 


As Federal officials worked to 


end other major strikes and ex- 
pected conciliation in the threaten- 
ed nation-wide walkout of 250,000 
telephone workers, the labor de- 
partment started a drive to "push 
for settlement" of all current work 
stoppages and get the reconver- 
sion program back into high gear.

Wreckage Caused by Lost War 


Kurihama. Japan.

Hirohito 
stood 


nervously beside hospital beds of 
some gaunt repatriates from his 
vanished navy today and saw the 
despair and misery that years of 
disastrous war had brought. 


To one returned sailor kneeling 


on his bed in reverence, the em- 
peror said: 
"Thank you for all 


your hardships." 


It was the second successive day 


that Hirohito crossed his imperial 
palace moat to see the ruins of 
his nation. He came southward to- 
day to visit military and civilian 
repatriation centers at Uraga and 
Kurihama. He moved among hu- 


malaria and malnuti'ition on the 
lost islands of the Pacific.' 


In the recently-activated Uraga 


repatriation barracks, r e t u r n e d 
Japanese sailors came to attention 
on their sleeping mats, bowed and 
then stood erect. 


"From where did you come?" 


he asked one. 


"From the Pacific islands.'' 
"Did you have enough to eat?" 
"Yes." 
Hirohito moved down the bare 


wooden hall. Another sailor turned 
to the one who had spoken to the 
emperor and said angrily: 


"Why 
didn't you tell him the 


truth—that we had, only sweet po- 
tatoes."

However, corporation officials and 
leaders of the CIO United Auto 
Workers planned to resume talks 
again this afternon with Federal 
Mediator James F. Dewey. Main 
issues unsettled are wages, main- 
tenance of union membership and 
policy of promotions and transfers. 


A general strike by AFL unions 


remained in effect in Lancaster.

Hitler Sped to Prague 


Early to Gather Loot 


Nuernberg,

Adolf Hitler drove to Prague by 
fast automobile on the first day of 
the invasion of Czechoslovakia, 
personally stole a half-dozen fine 
tapestries and left with them in 
his possession at daybreak the fol- 
lowing morning, Soviet Prosecutor 
L. R. Sheynin told the' internation- 
al military tribunal today. 


"This example of low looting by 


the head of a state was typical of 
the predatory motives of the nazi 
regime, which after careful plan- 
ning, set about the 
systematic 


plundering of private, public and 
national property in occupied coun- 
tries," Sheynin declared. 


Julius Streicher, German anti- 


Jewish publisher, was confined to 
his cell by illness today and was 
unable to attend the afternoon ses- 
sion of the war crimes trial. He 
is one of 22 defendants.

MacArthur Orders 


Japs Reveal Data 


on Abortive Coups 


Tokyo, Feb. 20— (AP)— Ameri- 


can authorities, seeking the hidden 
channels of Japanese militarists' 
rise to power, ordered the govern- 
ment today to produce immediate- 
ly official documents concerning 
three abortive coups d'etat at 
1931 and 1934. 


In the so-called March and Oc- 


tober "incidents" of 1941, officers 
plotted to overthrow civilian cab- 
inets and to install a military gov- 
ernment. The third reputedly was 
a scheme to assassinate Adm. 
Keisuke Okada, then premier, in 
November, 1934 . 


Ex-Premier Hideki Tojo, then a 


colonel, has been labelled as one 
of the ringleaders of the latter 
plot. Tojo is awaiting trial as a 
war criminal suspect. 


All three plots failed. 
Today, Japan was more con- 


cerned with its food shortage and 
inflationary spiral.

They 
had kept the set operating beyond 
the regular 7 a. m. closing hour so 
Lockard could teach Elliott radar 
plotting.
